It was the same advice as Mr, Amir Ali-has given 
the other day that was construed as being rebellious in the case of the 
Wahabee community.. The catholicity of Hindus in matters of faith jg 
uncommon, aud loyalty is a religion with them. The role of Islam is different, 
Under the circumstances the advice given by Mr. Amir Ali, who lives on the 
salt-of the British Government, to Musalmans cannot but be regarded as highly 
objectionable. From the early days of his career as a barrister-at-law in the 
Caloutta High Court Mr. Amir Ali has béen engaged in. creating a split 
between Hindus and Musalmans. In this he has always been guided b 
considerations of self-interest and his judgeship of the High Court wasa fruit 
of it. Education is the fruit of labour. Consequently, there is no reason why 
Musalmans should not be able tolcompete successfully with Hindus in matters 
of education if only they would labour hard. The idea of gaining special 
favour at the hands of the Government is not a happy and intelligent one for 
Musalmans. It can only lead them to ryeigng | and worthlessness. <A few 
persons like Mr. Amir Ali may be benefited by it, but it will do great harm to 
the Musalman community taken as.a whole. And what conngction has 
Mr. Amir Ali with this community ? He-has married an English lady, and it 
is doubtful whether his children will be Musalmans.

219. The Bengalee reports a case decided a few months ago by the 

Caleutta High Court, in which a person made 

over 252 bags of coin in one consignment, and a 

; second lot of bags in another, to a Railway Com- 

pany for despatch from one station to another. The Company delivered the 

first consignment at its destination in instalments, and the consignee awaited 

the arrival of all the instalments of both consignments before removing the 

goods from the railway station. He was prepared to take delivery within a 

week of the date on which the first instalment arrived, but the Company 

demanded demurrage on the ground, among others, that the consignee ought 
to have removed the first instalment of goods without delay. As their 
authority-for this demand they referred to one of their own bye-laws, which, 
it transpired, had not received the sanction of the Governor-General in Council 
or been published in the Gazette of India:—“ We are told” concludes the 
journal “that this particular railway administration ia not the only offending 
body in this respect, but that such rules of the various railways have never been 
published in the manner prescribed by law, though they are being every day 
enforced with the same rigour as the laws of the land. The Judges of the 
Calcutta Small Cause Court, who tried the suit, referred the matter to the High 
Court, and the High Court held that the action of the Railway Company was 
ulira vires and. illegal, and directed that the wharfage realized should be 
refunded to the plaintiff, The Railway Board, we have no doubt, will take 
suitable action in the matter, and bring the offending railways to book and 
make them. show greater deference for law and authority. Wesawhile, who 
will account for the huge sums of money which must have been collected and 
are still probably being collected from the public at large by these Govern- 
ment ‘agenges’ or railway administrations in utter defiance of reason and 
law, and why should not the public insist upon these ‘agencies’ to disgorge 
these enormous amounts illegally exacted from au ignorant public? We are 
also told that a very large sum of money on account of sale-proceeds of the 
lost and unclaime pubise property, as well as freight on lost goods and over- 
charges on goods and passengers-traffic, collected by the railway administra-
